Perhaps no Prince living ever had ſuch am- 
ple Experience of this, as King David had; unlcſs 
we will except our own Dread Sovetaign, whoſe 
caſe comes neareſt to a Parallel. David's Title to 
the Crown was unqueltionable, for itwas ſet up- 
on his Head by the direEt appointment of God 
himſelf : His Government was equal and eatie : 
His Heart was of a Tender and Compaſlionatc 


Temper, he was ready to Forget the oor 


Wrongs, and not only co; Forgive, but Yo to 
expreſs Kindneſles to the greatelt Criminals, in- 
fomuch that Foab had the Confidence, in the heat 
of his Paſſionto tell him, That he loved his Ene- 
mies more than his Friends,and,by ſo doing, /hamed 

the Faces of all his Servants, '2 Sam, 19. | if 
All this notwithſtanding, though David was a 
man according to Gods own Heart, { a Character 
whichGodhimlſelt gave of him)yet the poorPrince 
found Troubles on every fide. Firit he was per- 
ſecured by Saul, and anon forced to a Contro- 
verſie with. Sau!'s Houſe. One while he was in 
danger from Enemies Abroad,.' and another 
while from, diſ-afte&ted men at Home. Now he 
was Conſpired againit. by. Abſalom, which _

ed-him the more, becauſe.the Rebel -was his Son. 
This Conſpiracy was fomented by that Oracle of 
Treaſon, Ahitophel, that afterwards Saddled. his 
Afs, and Ran for it, and ended his Life nuſerably 
through Diſcontent. Then. be was railed at 
by Shimei, thatDog, (as Abiſbai rightly. called 
him ) the Sire of all chat Litter which axe continu- 
ally yelping at che Lords Anointed. Nor was this 
all; forafter allchis, Shebaand his Fellow-Tray- 
tors raiſed a formidable Infurrection againſt him, 
being fruſtratedof cheir Expectations ar the Kings 
Return. For David had been in Exile, being 
forced to flce from his Rebellious Subjz&s ,; and 
upon. his happy, Reſtauration ſome: Iſraelites were 
inraged, chat they had not that Intereſt at Court 
wh they hoped for; and hereupon they were 
vexed that the King was come home, and. fo an 
Alarm was ſounded, Every man to: his Tents, {0 
Iſrael, 2 Sam. 20. \ 
Had not the Divine Providence. bcen Dzvid's 


he. tryſted {tro the Rightroulneſs 
and io.the ones Gag, That,be 
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woulTcloath all'his Enemies with ſhame, and that 
upon his own Head his Crown fhall ſlouriſh. This 
was his Hope and Confidence, and this Hope 
made him not aſham «|. 

David Commemorates' with Thankfulneſs 
throughout this his Book of Pſalms, the Singu- 
lar Mercy of God to him and to his People. 
And from that conſtant experience which He and 
They had of Gods unwearied Goodneſs, he draws 
this Concluſion, for the Comfort ot all Righte- 
ous Princes which ſhould come after ; that though 
God may, and many times doth, for great Ends 
and Reafons, ſuffer them and their good Sub- 


jcts tobe Evik-ntreated for a time; ' yer he will 


not'only be with chem in their Troubles, bur al- 
ſowill (ſooner or hater) give them a fair Exir out 
of all their Diſtreſs : Many are the affiftions of the 
Righteous; but the Lord delivereth him out of them 
all. 

I ſhall nor, for the further clearing of this mat- 
ter, ſpeak more of David's Troubles and Delive- 
rances ; for our. own late Deliverance, which 
ve thankfully Commemorate this day, is a pfain 
Comment upon my Text. A Deliverance, 


which the yery immediate hand of God-hath- 


wrought for us, as” we ſhall fee'anon, © A 
yerance :of'a Kightcous Chutch, of '1 


ous 
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ous Prince, and of all his Righteous Subjects 
throughout the Nation. A Deliverance, which 
if we conſider the Nature of it, 1s one of the 
moſt Signal; it the Manner of it, is one of the 
moſt Surpriſing ; and if we confider our own 
former Ingratitude, one of the moſt Unpreſi- 
dented Deliverances, that everwas wrought for 
a People. 


But before I ſpeak of the particular Branches 
of this Deliverance, *tis nomlicy for me to ſay 
ſomething of chic Reality of thoſe Dangers which 
wearc in fome meaſure delivered. from ; becauſe 
thereare fome, who have” gained ſuch a perfect 
Maſtery of their Conſciences, that they can be- 
heve even a Cheat that ſerveth their Turn, and 
Diſ-believe even a Miracle that wounds their 
Intereſt. % 

Now Difcerning Men have ſeen for ſeveral 
years laſt paſt,chat ourKingandGoyernment both 
were in eminent danger; becauſerhoſe yery Artifi- 
ces being imploy'd again, which ſerycd efetually 
todeſtroy che Father, we had all the reaſon tobe- 
lieve that they were intended to deſtroy the Son 


r00; it being impoſſible, but . the farie Means 


"uſed in the ſame manner, niuſt tend to the ac- 


compliſhment' of the ſame Ends. When it was 
taught.

taught for Doctrine, that the kong is a King by 
Law, and it paſt fo currently for the Proteſtant- 
Faith, that the Clown hath as much Title to his 
Cottage, as the King hath to his Throne, it was 
manitelt enough then, that a Mine was preparing 
to blowthe King up, and thatnothing was want- 
ing, buta convenient time to ſpring it. When 
the Kings Actions were fo maliciouſly nuſ-inter- 
preted, when his Deſigns were (till Jooked upon 
co be Inſincere, when his Counſellors were brand- 
ded for Popiſh Confpirators, when His Majeſty 
himſelf was repreſented to the People, as one that 
was not to be Truſted;and when endeavours were 
uſed to reduce him to the mean Condition of an 
Orphan anda Beggar ; Whatcould we make of all 
this, buta Devilliſh Stratagem, cither to make 
him once again an Exile abroad, or to ſpoil him 
'of allhis Crowns at home, and to leave him no 
more, than what they left his Father, the Crown 
of Martyrdom 2 When ſo many Seditious Libels 
appeared eyery week in the World; now a Yox 
Patrie,. thena Vox Populi, now an Appeal, then 
an Advice to the Country ; now a Treaſonable Poft- 
ſcript, ( by a True Proteſtant,) and .then a whole 
Treaſonable Dokeman (by a True Fefuit ) ; now the 
Advance, and then the Growth of Popery ; now a 
Plato, and thena Julian Redruivus : In 2 rd, 

when 
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when we werePlagued with as many Miſchieyous: 
Pamphclcs here, as there were almoſt Locuſts in 
Egypt, what could any Reaſonable man believe, 
bur that Ruin and Deſolation would be at the 
end of ail > When Faction grew more ſturdy and 
inſolent, ſince the Diſcovery of the Popiſh Plot, 
than they were before, as it they ſcorn'd to take 
Quarcer, and believed that one day it would be 
at thzir own pleaſure wherher they would give a- 
ny; we might well imagine, that chey thorow- 
ly knew what Deligns were laid, and whar 
Foundation and Botrom they ttood upon, and 
hoped 1n a ſhort time to give us Batre], notupon 
the Level, but upon the Higheſt ground. When 
we have had ſuch Nor-conformiſts-Pleas, inſtead 
of their Repentance; and when they combined 
rogether to maintain chat Liberty as their Right 
and Due, which betore they crouched for as a 
thing Precarious, we night cafily ſee what thoſe 
Afﬀeronts of Authority did mean, that now at the 


laſt puſh, they would not give over, but for their 


Party-ſake, and to ſerve the Intereſt of the Com- 
mon' Cauſe againit che King and Church, they 
were refolyed co Labour hard 1n their reſpective 
Seminaries of Rebellion, and never be rempred 
from their New- England Colonies by torce of Ar- 
gument.. . Briefly ; when for mdny years we _ 

CCil 
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ſeen perpetual Endcavours uſed to pull down 
that admurable Frame of Government which is b 
Law ſettled among us in Church and State ; and 
when they who call themſelves The 7/rue Prote- 
flants have 1imployed all their Wit, Power, and 
Malice to make Maj-ſty Odious, to expoſe his Mi- 
niſters to publick Scorn and Hatred, to Reproach 
and Threaten all [is Friends, to poyſon the 
World with Reve/lious Principles, tO beſparcer rhe 
pureſt Church in the whole Chriſtian World, to 
Revile her whole Government, Diſcipline, and 
Service, to Traduce her Clergy of every Rank 
and Order, and to {tir up.the Fury of an Vnpover- 
nable Populace againit them; it was too too ma- 
niteſt, that they intended the utter Deſtruction 
of our Laws and Eſtabliſhments, and to bring 
about their Villanous Endsby ſome the moſt wi0- 
lent Methods, exther by  Afaſſinating his Majeſty, 
(which ſome looked upon as the ſhorteſt Courſe, ) 
or by a General and formed Rebe/lion (which 0- 
thers conceived to be the moſt Generous and He- 
roick way.) 

Theſe Rogueries were ſo plain, that all men 
had Reaſon to miſtruſt, and ſome had the Conhi- 
dence to ſay, That while we were in purſuit of 
the Jeſuit, an —_— Enemy would come be- 
hind us, and reward us with Joab's Compliment un- 


dey 
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der the fifth Rib. And fo it proved in the Ifſue ; 


for while we were afraid of oze Enemy, we were 
in danger of another. Here was truly a Wheel 
within a Wheel; and while the Papiſt was at his 
work, the. True Proteſtant (fo. called) kick'd him 
by, and took his place. That light which a few 
ſaw chen through a Creviſe, every man may 
now behold clearly; for now the Window is o- 
pen, and the Conſpiracy, which we feared, is as 
lain as the Sun. We need no further proof 
hekevf than what hath been given us by the 
Conſfpirators themſelves. For, if tobe Felo de ſe; 
be an Argzment of Guilt, we have had too fad an 
Argument of that kind. If to fly from Juſtice 
be the Indication of an Ewil Conſcience, there are 
many that Undeniably argue themſelves to be 
Criminals. It the Velma Confeſſions - of Con- 
federates be Teſtimony ſufficient, here 1s the moſt 
Pregnant and Unqueſtionable Evidence that ever 
was given, by ſome at the very point of Death, 
and by all betore the face of the World ; againſt 
whom nothing can be Objected but this, (which 
et is no Objection at all ) that what they wicked- 
y Conſented and were Privy to, they Honeſtly 
Diſcovered, and ſome of them too when there 
was no Hope of faving either Life, or ſo much 
as an Hair by it. And as for thoſe very few 
A C ({carce 
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(ſcarce enough tomakeup a Number) who have 
taken an Improfperous and Impoſſible Courſe, 
to Conceal or Palliatc their Crimes, we may tru- 
ly fay, That, by their 7acir C _ and Oper 
Contradiftions, and Artificial Shifts, they have 
(and perhaps beyond the reſt) Confirmed the Cre- 
dit of this Horrid Conſpiracy, when they intended 
0 Stifle or Weaken nt. For by extenuating and 
mincing matters, they force all Men to con- 
clude, that there was fome Great thing in hand, 
whichneeded the utmoſt of their Art and Skill. 
And indeed they ſeem Agreed with us upon the 
main point; only their Language is different from 
ours; for what they call Diſorders, that the Law 
and We call Treaſor. Now this 1s no Demal of 
the Matter, but only a different way of expreſſing 
it; and I am apt tothink, that had the Conſpiracy 
taken its intended Effect, theſe Men m_—_— have 
Extenuatedand Minced it after the fame manner; 
andthey who now call Rebellion, Stirs ; and Re- 
ſiftance, Innocence ; would then have leſſened 
the Plot ſo, that Cutting of Throats would haye 
been” counted only a Scorch-way of Trimming, and 
the Deſtrufion of Princes, to be no more but a 
Perfefling the Hiſtory of the Reformation. 

Burt Bleſſed be God, that the Counſels of Achito- 
phel, and the Deſigns of Sheba, and the Perfidi- 


ouſneſs 
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ouſneſs of a Judas, arc all hitherto IneffeFual. 
Though we have been Troubled, and AMicted, 
and in extremity of Dangers on every ide, yet 
he hath not ſuffered us to be tempted above what we 
are able, but with the temptation hath now made a 
way for us to eſcape, andina great meaſure hath 
delivered the Righteous out of their diſtreſs. 

For (to ſpeak now particularly of this Delive- 
rance) he hath, firſt, delivered a Righteous Church ; 
Righteous in her Cauſe ; Righteous in her Princi- 
ples; and Righteous 1n her Ways. When the 
Villanous Practices of ſome Romanifts were De- 
tected, and ſet the whole Nation in ſuch a Rage, 
we had reaſon to expect, that every Engliſh-man 

rofeſling the Proteſtant Religion, would have 
ent an Fra Hand to preſerve that Church, 
which the common Enemydid thruſt at with ſo much 
Malice and Fury . A Church, which hath rolled 
in Blood, for her Faith and Loyalty. A'Church which 
hath ſent into Heaven ſuch Colonies of Confeſſors 
and Martyrs forthe Truth. A Church, which hath 
conſtantly maintain'd her own Cauſe, and. the 
common cauſe of all Reformed Churches. A Church 
which hath ſtock'd all Chriſtendom with Learn- 
ing, and hath obliged even Foreigners to be her 
Adyocates. A Church, which hath laid the Ho- 
ly Scriptures fo open, and hath inſtructed her 
Childrenſo in all A— and — 
2 that 
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that every the meaneſt Idiot may be able to give 
a good account of his Faith and Hope. In a 
word ; aChurch which um all her Conflicts hath 
been ſo Victorious and ſucceſsful, that 'tis gene- 
rally acknowleg'd by us, that ſhe 1s the only 
Subſtantial Bulwark againft Popery. I fay, we did 
juſtly expect, that when his Church was ſo Beſet 

y Enemies from abroad, ſhe might be ſure to 
find none but Friends at home» And how did the 
matter go at laſt? Why, inſtead of Preſerving 
her, theſe Apollyons marked her out for Deſtrufi- 
on. Every Law which was made for her Support, 
was to be Repealed, Every Kennel was to be 0- 


pened, and every Ravenous and Bloud-thirſty 


Set was to be let looſe againſt her. The- whole 
Body of her Honeſt and True-hearted Clergy 
were to be Routed or Sacrific'd : Her Government 
was to be pulled down ; her Diſcipline wasto be 
taken away ; her way of Worſhip was to be a- 
boliſhed, and: God alone knoweth whether any 
Form of Worſhip at all was to be ſet upin its 
room. Her Church-doors were to be ſet wider 0- 
pen, tolkt in Godly Traytors, Sanfified Hypocrites, 
Religious Atheifts, and Proteſtant Turks. Her 
Lands were to be Eſcheated to our Soveraign 
Lords, the People ; to pay all the Charges of t 

Plit, toreward every Mercenary and Forſworn Syco- 
phant, and to mend the Fortunes of evcry Beggar-

ly Dependant upon the Plot-Office.” All her Dutiful 
Children were branded tor Papiſts,and by a ſtrange 
kind of Comprehenſion were to Communicate in 
the ſame. Fate with the. Papits; and if it were 
once given: out, that the King was killed by the 
Papifts, (though Proteſtants did it) All of us with- 
out Diſcrimination were to be Aſ/aſſinated in ow 
Houſes; or in the Streets, becauſe we were 2ll cox- 
cluded Papiſts.They would inall haſte have Reven- 
ged the Kings Deathupon usall, not ſo much be- 
cauſe the King was ki/ledas becauſe he Lived ſo long, 
and Ie would not help to Hill him. Thus the poor 
Church of England wasto be rewarded at laft for all 
her Faith, tor all her Integrity, for all her Merits 
and Care of Sozls,and even tor her daily Prayer; tor 
her Enemies and. ”erſecutors. Curjed be their Anger, 
for it was fierce, and their Wrat', for it was cruel; 
and except the Lord bimfelf had been on our ſide, 
when they roſe up againſt us, they had ſwallowed us 

wick, when their Wrath was ſo kindled avainſt 
' ws. But Bleſſed be the Lord who hath not given us 
over as a prey unto their Teeth. Our Soul is eſcaped 
as a Bird out of the ſnare of the Fowler, the fnare is 
broken, and we are as yet delivered. 


2. Together with this Deliverance wrought for 
our Righteous Church, God hath wrought a Deli- 
verance for our Righteous Prince too. We little 
dreamt 
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dreamt that this King was to be Murder'd alſo, 
andthat too,when the Bloud of Charles the Firſt cyy- 
ed yet for Vengeance ; and within a few years after 
Charles the Second was Reſtored to us by a Miracle, 
being riſer as it were from the Dead, and received 
by us with all Pablick and Triumphant Hoſan- 
na's and Acclamations. Who could imagine that 
after ſo many Froteſtations and Profeſſions of Sor- 
row for former Miſcarriages, after ſo many Yows 
of Loyalty and Hearty Obedience for the future, af- 
ter ſomany 0aths of Allegiance and Supremacy re- 
peated over the whole Nation, after ſuch As of 
Indemnity granted even to Monſters of Rebels, atter 
ſuch Profaſeneſs of Royal Bounty, whereby Villains 
were enriched, and grew fat 5 afzer fo many Ex- 
prefſions of Gavdneſs, Tenderneſs, and Clemency, e- 
nough to ſoften any Devils but Fanaticks, after 
ſuch pretended Fears, leſt his Majeſty ſhould be 
deſtroyed by the Papiſts, after fo many Profeſſi- 
ons of the moſt ſollicitous care for x Preſer- 
vation of his Sacred Life, after ſo many Specious 
Addreſſesfaid to be preſented by his moſt Dutiful 
and Loyal Subjes , and after ſo many formal Pe- 
titions to the King, that he would be careful of his 
own Perſon: Ifay, who could imagine that at- 
ter all this, any ſuch Men ſhould be round among 
ns, as would time after tine Corpire to Murder 
his Majeſty in his Coach, and as if all his ——_— 
a 
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had been Injuries, to make Repriſals upon his 
Life ? But Iremember what a Character Joſephus 
gives of the Phariſees, (thoſe great Pretenders to 
Religion of old) thatthey were a Bold 

and Arrogant Se, that would or 533 © 7 
Swear Allegiance unto Caſar; but 

were inveterate Enemies to Kings, and would not 
ſtick upon occaſion to make Arremprs upon /{ings, 
and do them Miſchief. And may not this be t 
Character of the Sectaries among us? Truly, it 
may be queltion'd whether there be any diffe- 
rence between them in their Morals; but this, 
That the Phariſees in that Nation were Jewiſh Fa- 
natichs, and the Fanaticks 1n this Nation are Chri- 
ftian Jews. Did not the Phariſees continually 
way-lay the Sonof God to Stone him 2 Why, even 
ſo-did ſome of theſe Conſpire to way-lay the Anvint- 
ed of God to Aſſaſſinatehum;as if in every Age the 
Good 01d Cauſe (fo called } muſt be Conſecratedby 
Jhedding a Princes Blood. 

Azorizs the Jeſuite, endeavouring to prove the 
Lawfulneſs of Depoſing Kings, —_— ſeveral Pre- 
{idents for it, and among other Examples which 
he mentioneth, he faith, Thatit was a common 
Praflice in Scotland. The very fame Argument 
is uſed by Buchanan the Scotch Presbyterian ;. I 
- could reckon ap(faixh he)Twelye of our Kings,or 

— more, 
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more, who haye been 'cither thruſt into Priſon, 
or forced into Bamiſhment, or to, Death. Truly 
it 15 a fine Credit for that Nation ! But accord- 
ing to the courſe which ſome have taken here, 
they were like to lay a Ground for Such Another 
Account in this Nauon, by their Barbarous and 
Bloody dealings with our Kings, from Father to Son : 
The conftderation whereof is enough to enrage 
the Spirits of cyvery Enghi/h Subject, that hath the 
Conſcicnceot a Chriſtian; -orbut.the Heart and 
Face ofa Man. 1 

And-now we clearly ſee the meaning of thoſe 
late Myſteries, which fome among us were not 
able, or not willing to look into before. The 
do 7 were told, that che Crown 1s at their diſpoſal, 
and that Princes may be Depoſed. Our King was Li- 
belled as a Favourer of Popery, and was brought 
into a Plot againſt himſelf. *Twas inſinuated 
boldly, that hewouldyſe his Power after an Arbi- 
trary manner ; and that all our Liberties and Pro- 
perties WEre 1n Danger. "Twas faid, that the Go- 
wernment WAS abuſed and that there was 70 hope 
of Redreſs, the King being guided by Evil Coun- 
feltors. All the. moſt- wicked Arts of 40 and 41, 
were ufed again, to Blacken Majeſty, and to render 
a moſt Excellent Prince Contemptible, andVile,and 
Odias to tus Subjedts ; andat laſt lus very. Guards 
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were complained of as a great Grievance to the 
Nation, and as Mercenary Forces that were raiſed 
to advance Arbitrary Power, and (till kept uptothe 

rear Amazement and Terror of all the good Peg- 

le of the Land (they are the words of a Treaſona- 
ble and Curſed Affociation.) Now, what was 
the meaning of theſe, and an hundred Devices 
more, but to a/zenate the Hearts of the MKinos Sub- 
jes from him, to make che whole Nation Diſ- 
contented, and to bring his Majeſty to ſuch a Na» 
ked and. Detenceleſs Condition, that nothing 
ſhould be wanting but a few hands to take him 
off ? which among ſo many 01 Rebels, Cromwel- 
lians, and Army-Officers, that lately ſwarmedabout 
the City of London, was no yery hard matter to 
find. 

But that Good God , who cauſed a Star at 
Noon to light our Prince intothe World; who hath 
all along covered his Head in the day of Battel, 
who preſerved him in the Belly of an 0ak, as he 
preſerved his Servant David in'a Cave; who de- 
tended, him abroad from all the Dangers that at- 
tend a Twelve years Baniſbment ; who at laſt bow- 
ed the Hearts of his People,as he did the Hearts of 
Davids Subjects, and by a new Miracle brought 
him home, without ſbeddinglot one drop of Bloud, 
who hath ever ſince ſupported him againſt the 
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ſtrivings of Unthanktful and Violent Men; and 
who hath kept him ſafe from che Practices of 
Popiſh Feſuits ; that Good God hath delivered 
him from the Inhumane Deſtgns, and Bloody At- 
tempts of theſe Proteſtant Tſar alſo « And me- 
thinks 1t men would but ſeriouſly confider, how 
the Providence of God hath been particularl 
concerned for the King all along, from his Birt 
even to this day, it ſhould be enough to turn the 
Hearts of all his Enemies, and prevail with them 
to Love his Government and him, who hath con- 
rinvally been, and ſtill 1s, rhe ory care of Heaven. 
I have heard ofa Few that was Converted to our | 
Chriſtian Faith, by conſ1dering the wonderful 
manner of his Majetties moit happy Reſtaurati- 
on : For he preſently concluded, that the King 
and his People were very dear unto God, who had 
wrought ſuch a Miracle for both. And truly it 
will be matter of great Admiration, if for the 
fucure there be any Republicans, or Anti-Roy- 
aliſts among us, ſince the God of Heaven hath 
ſeemed thus to Atteſt and to Aﬀert the Authorit 
of the King, and the Rightcouſneſs of his Cauſe, 
by working ſo many Deliverances for him : This 
late Deliverance eſpecially,whichnothing byt Gods 
own Hand could work for him: As if the Almigh- 
ty did intend by a continued and long Scries of 
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Mercies to him, to mae up to zs all thoſe Loſes 
which the Three Kingdoms ſuſtained, by the loſs 
of that Incomparable Frince and Royal Martyr, of 
whom the World was not worthy. 

3. Iam ſure every Upright and Loyal man hath 
all che reaſon in the World to betruly rhankfulfor, 
and to keep al've the mernory of this wonderful 
Deliverance. For, Thirdly, This Deliverance 
was wrought for us all, for you, aud for me, and 
for every Kaithful and Righteous SubjeA through- 
out the Land, and, whichis more, for our Hope- 
ful Pofterity tov, and for the Children that are yer 
unborn. Had the Conſpiracy ſucceeded, Lord ! I 
rremble to think, what Confuſron, what Violence, 
what Mza/acres muſt have preſently followed ; 
and what Seas of Blood we had been drowned 1n 
by this time. For theſe were nor the deſperate 
Deſigas of a few; the buſineſs was = very 
broad, (as one of the Conſpirators did canfteſs in his 
Letter to the Secretary of State.) And it ſeems, 
by the Confeſſion of another of them, that in 
and abour the City of London above ten thouſand 
men were ready to riſe at the holding up of one Mans 
finger, and that theſe were to be multiplyed in the 
ſpace of twenty four hours into five times the nur 
ber ; beſides an infinite Army of Rebels that wer*© 


be raiſed up and down in all Quarters , by theJj®%© 
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ral Agitators 1n every Country. And what could 
have come of this, ba Pluncers, Rapine, Mur- 
dezs, Outrages, an wwbeard of Slaughter, and an 
Univerſal deluge of Blood over the whole Nation ? 
The Loyal Nobility, the True-hearted Magiſtracy, 
the Faithful Clergy, the Honeſt Gentry, all were 
marked out 4s Sheep appointed for Deſtrufion. 
Peers, Prelates, Fud-zes, every rank of Men, from 
him that ſicteth at the Corncil-Table, to him that 
tradeth 1n his Shop, or laboureth at the Plough, all 
were to bc under the ſane unavoidable neceſſity, 
either of ſacrificing ther Lives, or of proſtituting 
thieir Conſciences to thoſe Barbarous Villains, whoſe 
very, Mercies are as cruel as the Grave, however 
their Conſciences are pretended to be ſo very Nice, 
Delicate, and Tender. 

'Tis no New thing to be obſerved, that ſome 
who cannot riſe xp to all the heights of Conformity, 
(as the Northern Phraſe is,) can yet ſtrain a point 
upon occaſion, and riſe up to all the heights of Re- 
bellion and Barbarity. And had not God fo mar- 
yellouſly interpoſed, theſe Squeamilh-Conſcience- 
Traytors would have ſhewed us the Truth of this, 
to our great Sorrow and Colt, and beyond the 
Experience of the former Ape. 

For, tis a Miſtake, it we think that|their facino- 
ts Deſigns were levelled only at his Majeſiy and 
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his Royal Brother (though that was a moſt lapitions 
and barbarous Wickedneſs), No; the very Foun- 
dations of the Earth were to be moved; the whole 
Form of Government 1 Church and State was to 
be new mode['d, if they could but agree upon the 


' Project. To be fure, Monarchy and Epiſcopacy 


(the two greatPillars of all our Happineſs and Safe- 
ty) were tobe utterly pulled down, never to be ſet 
vp more, without a Miracle, which they, who had 
not God 1n a!l cheir Thoughts, norany true: No- 
tion of a Deity, did nor think it worth their 
while, or con{iderationto Fore-calit. : Where che 
Fraytors of tine Lite Times were Defective and 0- 
ven, there theſe Rebels would have been very 
Circumfpeft and Vary; fo that they would have 
left us no tolerable Hopes oft ever ſeeing tie. Royal 
Family, and our Ancient, Legal Government, re- 
ſtored again. And what mfnite Havock and 
Deſtruction would not this have coſt ? For had 
chelſe men prevailed (which was nor poſlible tor 
them without the Expence of many thouſands of 
Lives, beſides the. ſacred Life of Him who 1s an 
whole Kingdom unto Us: bur had their Villany 
proſpered) they could not have been ſecure 
long, if but a Remnant was left of ſuch as arc 
faithful Friends to the, Crown and Church, So that 
they could not propoſe to themſelves any. other 

proba- 
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probable ways of fethng themſclves in that Power 
toey lo'vgee for, but by the wtrer Rzi-e of / oy il- 
ty, and iy a total deftruftion of every Honej? Fa- 
mil”, trom the Father to the Child, in i] parts of 
the Nation. And whartthen would the fum of all 
have becn ? why,l will give it you in the 


fl bi nem wordsof a zcalous Writer 1n the Late 
i Times : We'jhoul have left us a King- 
fr dom without a King, Government without Authority, 
| Magiſtrates without Power, People without Laws, 


a Body without an Head, Sheep without a Shepherd, 
Chriſtians without Chriſt, Churches without Mini- 
ſters, or Miniſters without maintenance, and a Na- 
tion without Faith ; and Jet me add too, a Land 
without any Peace, Armies without any end, Oppref- 
ſrons without any Mercy, Proteſtants without any Re- 
ligion, and an Aſſociated Heard of the mcſt Savage 
and Unclean Beaſts, without any God. 

Thatthis 1s not our preſent Condition, we muſt 
aſcribe it wholly to the great Goodneſs of God, 
whoſe Mercies and Compatlions never fail. 
And (that we may now make ſome uſe of this 
whole matter, ) 

i. The Conſideration both of our Dangers and 
of our Deliverance ſeryeth, Firſt, To Juſtifie the 
Zeal of thoſe, who tor theſe ſeveral years have 
given the World warning of the Dangers we were in, 

and 
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and have »igoroz/Jv appeared tor the intereſt of the 
King and the Chyrch. Though the generality of 
Men have been ſtrangely Blinded and Miſ-led, by 
the Artifices of thoſe who made uſe of Mens Fears 
of Popery, to promote their own Fanatick and Re- 
publican Inter-ſts ; yet there were many who would 
not be wroug/1t upon to bow down their Knees to 
Bal, nor ſufter themſelves to be che2red of their 
Conſciences, but told men plainly, Thar Fations 
and Antimonarchic:l Dejrgnes were carryinz 0n, 
and that Puin would be at the erd of all, it they 
did not take heed in time. For how could it 0- 
cherwiſe be | without the helpoft Gods ſpecial Pro- 
vidence) but that men would fall into the fame 
Pit again, when they drave on fo turiouſly in the 
very ſame Broa./ ways which led us to Deftruftion 
before? Yet theſe Fa#rbful and Plaiinedealing (not 
ro ſay Prophetic, ) Moziters, were then cither 
laugh'd at fora fort of ra') and impolitich Fools, 
- or {tigmariz'd for Men of Hor Heads, for talking 
ſo much of 'Forty One, and of an Intemperate 
Zeal for Arbitrary Power and Pepery. And in this 
reſpe&t, the honeſt Clergy, forme in the Country, 
divers about the/ ity of London, have ſuffered in a 
very great meaſure, being oftentimes pubickly 
and m Print, expofed to the Fury of a mad Rab- 
ble, not only as weak, and wndiſcernins men , = 
alſo 
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alſo as dirc&t Betrayers of the Nations Liberties and 
Religion. But there 1s a time when Wiſdom will 
be juſtified of ber Children ; and now all well-mean- 
ing (nay, even the moderate) men (fo called) muſt 
own, that there was too great cauſe for us to af 
and ſay as we did. Did not the Fationeyery day 
grow, not in numbers onely, but 1n infolence too, 
beyond all Compariſon ? And when they had 
ſo much Strength, Malice, and Authority on 
their ſide, what did they want but our Pul- 
pits? Had the Alarm been bur given there, the 
Sword had been preſently dratzn, and ſuch ano- 
ther Rebellion had followed, as was once pro- 
claimed with a Curſe ye Meroz, and was Sandi- 
fied in ſo many Churches as the Cauſe and Cuarrel 
of God. Indeed, I cannot vouch for every Pul- 
pit ; eſpecially ſince it 1s Diſcovered, that Three 
famous Non-conforming Preachers have baen zea- 
lous Promoters of this Horrid Conſpiracy ; and time 
muſt ſhew us how many more of them haye been 
holding forth the Armatum Evangelium, the ſame 
Goſpel of War which was once betore covered with 
Buff, and ſprinkled with the Blood of a Scotch-Co- 
venant ; but 'tis very ſuſpicious that more than an 
Eccleſiaſtical Council of ſix have been beating the 
Dram , though, God be bleſſed, it was only a 
dead ſound in a Corner, and the generality of 
men 
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Men have hicherto been ozz of the hearing of the 
Beat. 

2. I have not ſaid this for the Honeft Clergy of 
our Church { for I except a Judas anda Fulian ) out 
of any Principle of Vanity, or with a Deſign to 
inſinuate, that we are any more than mean and 

oor Inſtruments in the hand of God. No; it 
1s the great Biſhop of the Church and of car Souls, 
the Lord of Glory and Power, to whom we owe this, 
and all other our wonderful Deliverances to, and 
who with his own right hand, and with his holy arm 
hath gotten himſelf the Vifory, And therefore, Se- 
condly, The ſenſe of this De/izerance ſhould make 
ſuch a deep Impreſſion upon all our Hearts, as will 
bring us toa thorow Repentance trom all dead Works, 
and to an Univerſal Obedience to his Heavenly ill. 
And this, not only as the belt Expreſſion of 
Thanktulncſs tor this Mercy hitherto, bur alſo as 
the beſt and only means to incline the Divine 
Goodneſs (till co perfect that good work winch 
he hath of humſclt begun among us. Lord! how 
near Were weto Deſtrufion? Upon the very brink 
andedye of it; ſo that (roall Humane appearance) 
had his Secred Majeſty ftaid at New-market but rwo 
days longer, of neceflity we muſt have been all 
Buried betore now ina Common Ruin.  Blefled be 
God (the God that doth wondrous things ) that he 
hath given us this one opportunity more, to praiſe 
his 
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his Name, and to declare the Works that he doth e- 
ven for the unthankful children of men. But this 
is not a/l our Buſineſs, to offer up unto him the Sa- 
crifices of our Mouth, and the Calves of our Lips: 
for unleſs we be careful to direct our Lives, and to 
order our Converſation as 1t becometh Saints, we 
ſhall come very ſhort of our Duty, and for ought 
I know, may iti]l come ſhort of our Deliverance, 
Remember what Samuel ſaid to thoſe willtul and 
ungrateful People, 1 Sam. 12. 25. If ye ſhall flill do 
wickedly, ye /Dall be conſumed, both ye and your King. 
We all precend great Honour and Aﬀections for 
his Majeſty, and a mo#t tendercare for his Safety 
and Preſervation : Why, I will tell you a ſhort 
and a ready way, how he may be fate and happy, 
and continue a /onp Ble//ing to us and to our Chil- 
dren: Let us that are his Subjects make it the bu- 
{ineſs of our Life, truly to bear and Obey God, and 
the thing 1s certainly and ſoon done, Bur *tis 
dangerous for men to dally with the Divine Pati- 
ence, and till tobe trying Concluſions, whether 
God will preſerve them on tl], notwithſtanding 
their great and Iigh Provocations ; and it was the 
very thing, which madehim at laſt ucterly weary 
of his ancient People, the Fews. Though he had 
not dealt ſo with any Nation, and though he had 
born them all along from the Belly, as the Prophets. 
Expreſſion 1s, Iſa. 46. 3. yetin the end he t = 
LNEm 
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them out of his Arms,becauſethey ſinned yet ſtill, 
and hardned their Hearts, notwithſtanding ſoma- 
ny De/iverances all along. That tius may not be 
our ſad caſe, It every one who profeſſeth himſelf 
a Loyal and Good Subje, apply himfelt heartily to 
the neceſſary buſine s of Kepentance, and turn from 
the Evil of Is ways.efpecially that Evil way which 
he 15 moſt addifF-d ro; and then we need not fear 
the molt malicious and wicked Praftices of thoſe, 
who have baſely gone off from the Kings fide ( 1t &- 
vcr they wcrec reall y 01t ) and have g07e off too with 
all forts of Debauchery and Immcrality along with 
them. Read and contidler well chat Declaration of 
God hinſclt, er. 18. 7, 8. At what inſtant I ſhall 
ſpeak concerning a Nation,and concerning a Kingdom, 
to pluck up, and to pull down, and to deſtroy it: if that 
Nation againjl whoml have pronounced,turn from their 
Evil, I will repent of the Evil that I thought to doun- 
to them. 

3. And 'tis neceſſary too (which is the Third Vſe 
to be made of this Delizerance) that men Repent 
of their Fol/ies,thatchey have beenfo credulous and 
eaſie mn taking the Words, and truſting to the Princi- 
ples, and aberting ( though inadvertently ) the 
Praclices of theſe Conſpirators; and to beware of 
thelike Follies tor the Future.* Thoſe Principles 
whichhave beervſent fo rhick abroad of late, that 
the King holdeth not his Crown JuzeDivino, but is the 
E 2 C 0m- 
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Common-wealths Truſtee and Delegate, that he is 
accountable to his People, that all his Rights are foun- 
ded upon Humane Laws ;thathe is a C o-ordinate State, 
and that the Supream or Soveraign Fower is lodged 
in the People ; whither did theſe Dofrines tend, 
but to the Depoſition and Deſtruftion of his Maje- 
fty * You may obſerve, they were the Principles 
which Brad/haw went upon at the King's 7ryal. 
The manifeſt obſiruting the courſe of Juſtice, not- 
withſtanding full and pregnant Evidence ; the pro- 
tecting of the baſe/t Fellows, and the greateſt Crimi-- 
nals, who had nothing to recommend them but 
this, that they were factious and diſhoneſt ; the rak- 
ing of Oaths, not 1 the ſ-»ſe of the [aw ,. but ac- 
cording to every mans Private Cor ſt i.Hicm; the 
juſtifying of the mol! InfamousViilains ; and the Zea- 
tous indeavours which have been uſed, both to Re- 
ſeue Traytors from the aw, and tocleanſe their Re- 
patation, after they were condemned ior the fouleſt 
Malefafcrs; whuther did all this tend, butto em- 
bolden Conſpirators, and to encourage them with: 
Securities from all manner of Penalty, if they had 
but the Charatter of True-P roteſtants ? The \ub- 
borning of retches to ſay and unſay, to ſpeak by 
roat, and to /ell every thing but Truth ; the ſupport- 
ing of Perjuryasa Trade, tar more profitable than 
any 01d Engliſh Manufaure ; and the ſtitching 
up: of cyery. Holg,, whica any. Common Idiot 
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could ſce in an improbable Story ; what did this 
tend to, brit ro keepa great fork of Vaths in bank, 
to ſwear the King humielt out of his Honour and. his 
Liff? The Charge and Sweat which thouſands 
have waſted, ro put the moſt diſ-aſſeftedPerſons into 
Places and 0/jices of great /ruſt, and Power ; what 
did this tend. to, bur to make Reſiſtance and Re- 
bellion look fair with the Face of Authority > The 
Aſperſing of the Government, the Calumniating of 
his Majeſty, and all Subordinate Maziſtrates, and 
Loyal Miniſters of State ; the ſrightning of men 
with. ſuch a noiſe ot Popery, when fo many had ex- 
changed all Religion for Atheiſm ;. the Out-cries a- 
oainlt yranny, when the Licentiouſneſs of thoſe 
very men argued that common Juitice could not 
be done, no, not for the King himſclt, Whar did 
all this cend to, but to ſubvert the Fundamental 
Conftitutions both in Church and State > The Dif- 
perſing of Libels, rhe countenancing of the moſt Se- 
ditious Pamphlets, that came from the rude/t and 
filthieft hands ; the ſcaring of men (if ithad been 
poſſible) trom ſpeaking Reaſon, Juſtice, or Truth ; 
and the pratiſing of every thing that ſerved for the 
diminution of all that 1s Good, Great, and Noble; 
what did all chis 7end tro, but to help Evil-minded 
men by Degrees and Inches to get to the {ſings 
Throne, that they might A/afſinate his Perſon with: 
a- full thruſt, and then Ikaye it to the prejudiced: 

and. 
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and i/t-affefted World to make their Apolos y 

One would have thought it impoſlible, that 
Diſcerning men ſhould nor beable to look to the 
end of-theſe things, ( nor ſo much as to preſs at 
the Concluſion by the Premiſes) withour purting an 
Honeſt and Experien'ed Obſervater ro the pams of 
drawing out the whole Scheme of the Villary. But 
ſoit was, that great Mx/ritzdes of men ' ſome of 
whom I am perſwaded were not oilty of Blick 
Intentions ) were led away with the common Frror,and 
upon falſe preſumptions that nothing was at the bot- 
tom, buta true De/igntor the Intereſt and Stability of 
Religion; the italc pretence that rwrr'd che Nation 
into an Ace/dama once befor.” Tis high time cherefoce 
for ſuch to be ſorry toſee how greatly they were 
befocl*d, and to conſider with themſelves how far 
they may have Contributed ( though UnwItting- 
ly ) to the carrying o» a Deſizn fo Horrid and Barba 
rozs withouta Parallel; and by their juſt Indiena- 
tion for what 1s pajt, and higheſt Zc.1 tor the fre- 
ture, to indeavour 1t it be poſſivle ) ro make the 
fiirg and the Church [epart ion for thoſe Intolera- 
bl Miſchiefs, which Blood-1hir/ty Traytcrs would 
( perhaps) never have Arrempred upoi the Confi- 
dence ot a meer Fanatich Intereſt. 

4. Once more, and [have done. The. Sngu- 
lar and Abundant Goodneſs of God to us in this 
Inſtance of his Proyidence, tcachetl us to cait all 
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our Care upon the ſame Providence ſtill, and to 
commit our ſelves to him in well-doing. In the 
very he:ghr of Theſe Times it was our Hope, that 
God would open a way, which we did not foreſce, 
or {ſo much asthink of , and lead us our of our 
dangers and dif/iculties,if we did but ſtudy toaft like 
tre Chriſtians; and chat Iis Providence would not 
leavenor forſake us. And now we fee that our 
Hopes are made good'to us; for God hath ſaved us 
after a Miraculous manner , by two ſtrange, and ſud-- 
den, and aſtonijLing afts of his Providence. Firſt, By 
Is Providence at New- Market £ For when the /, ing 
was th:re,and ſome of the 7raytors were now pre- 
paring their Forces and Inſtruments of Death, and' 
they thoughtthemfelves Corkſure ; they dreamr 
as |1ele as we, thata dreadful Fire would happen 
there, to force Gods Anointed home inall haſte, and 
buta few hours betorec his B/coy Enemies were to 
be garchered and planted 1n Ambuſcade. This was 
Gods doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes, And 
then, ſome conſiderable time atcer his Maje/ties 
return, he hinaſclt 107 miſtruſting what narrow dans 
gers he had eſcaped ; the Conſpiracy going on ſtill vi- 
gorouſly, to deſtroy him in ſome other place ; whenthe 
Deviliſh Deſign was fixt, the Providence of God was. 
ſeenthe ſecond time, by forcing a Diſcqvery of the Plyt, 
and by touching with his Finger the Conſcience of 
one of the Accomplices to the very quick, As he hath 
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honeſtly and ingenuouſly Confeſt, It was nothing but a 
reſtleſs Conſcience that brought him to it, and that 

through the dangers of Death too. I 
Sen was troubled in my Mind, (faith he) I had 

no Peace, no Satisfattion, no Content, 1 
did not mind my Buſineſs, nor could I take Reſt ; and 
that was the moving cauſe that I diſcovered the Con- 
ſpiracy, and no other. Thus was manifeſtly the work 
of God, for the deliverance of Prince and People, to 
make a mans Sin his cruel Lidor, and intollerable 
Plague, and as he hadalready prevented the greateſt 
Evil, ſo to draw Good (and we hope a perpetual 
Good ) out of it atthe laſt. 

L have no more to add, but that we give all di- 
lIigence Religiou/ly and Honeſtly to perform our du- 
tyto God, to his Anointed, and to all Mankind, and 
in ſo doing to /ook up to the hills from whence all 
our help cometh, and to truſt in God tor our delive- 
rance Glen choſe dangers which arc yer before us ; 
caſting all our care on him,who thus continually careth 
for us ; and who hath hitherto delivered us, and (if 
we do not offend him by wicked and ungrateſul 
Courſes ) will deliver us yet ftill. Thowgh the i roubles 
of the righteous be many, y#t the Lord delivereth him 
out of all. To that Merciful, Watchful, and Ewer- 
bleſſed God, be all Honour, Glory, aud [hanksgiv- 
ing tor evermore. Amen.
